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Call to slash 
parking fees 
in the town 

Parking charges may be slashed in Walsall town 
centre car parks to draw in more shoppers in new 
advice to transport chiefs. 

Transport chiefs are being advised to cut the cost 
of a four-hour stay in Walsall’s council-controlled car 
parks by £1 to £2.80. Concerns were raised that 
drivers were being priced out of town or just using 
free spaces at supermarkets. It currently costs £3.80 
to park for four hours - but £1.40 for two hours. A 
working group was set up by the council. 

It looked at parking issues and recommends 
cheaper longer stay parking to the decision-making 
cabinet. 

Councillor Dennis Anson, a member of the group, 
said: “It is something we are looking at for a trial 
period. Hopefully it would encourage more people 
into the town. Something needs to be done as we 
have got to fill up the spaces We want to keep people 
in the town.” 

Parking problems led to fears for a town centre 
where about 80 shops and businesses are vacant. 

The council, trying to encourage more into car 
parks, asked bosses of the new Tesco in St Paul’s 
Street to put a two-hour limit on spaces after drivers 
flocked to park there. The limit is three hours. 

Since parking meters and new charges on 19 
streets in the town centre, drivers flocked to find free 
spaces. 

Drivers are charged 20p for 10 minutes. A 600- 
name petition was launched by businesses and shop¬ 
pers against fees, claiming some traders are 
hundreds of pounds out of pocket. 

At the Crown Wharf Shopping Centre, home to 
H&M and TK Maxx, bosses scrapped the first free 
hour of parking, after long queues. New electronic 
signs in the town centre will direct drivers to free 
spaces. Walsall Council was unavailable for 
comment. 


Group’s £1.8m 
turnaround 

Bosses at Walsall foundry group Chamberlin have 
shown a £1.8 million turnaround as it returned to 
full-year profit. 

The success at the group has seen it hiring back 
workers who lost their jobs in the recession, while 
sales figures in the last year have risen 40 per cent 
to £39.8m. 

Chairman Tom Brown said it “marked a turning 
point”. Last year Chamberlain made a £lm loss but 
on Tuesday unveiled full-year profits of £895,000. 
Mr Brown, having seen the company through the 
recession and into recovery, also announced he will 
be stepping down. 

Workloads at Chamberlin’s foundries have 
returned to pre-recession levels or are on their way 
back. At the Chuckery Road site, in Walsall, work is 
under way on a new turbo-charger contract that will 
be worth around £5m a year once full-scale produc¬ 
tion starts. 

During the depths of the recession the company’s 
Walsall foundry was reduced to a three-day week to 
try to cut back on redundancies. 

Despite this, from a peak of 484, the Chamberlin 
workforce shrank to 369, but it started recruiting 
again in mid-2010 and workforce numbers have 
increased past the 400 mark. The recovery at Cham¬ 
berlin has also seen it buy up the assets of collapsed 
Darlaston engineering group Jebron, and hire 20 of 
the firm’s staff who had lost their jobs when it went 
into administration. The business has become part 
of Chamberlin’s Exidor operation in Cannock. 



Crafty day on the cards 


Cancer sufferer given treatment to help her relax

A cancer sufferer from Walsall died hours 
after being given a drug to help her relax, an 
inquest heard. 

Grandmother Wendy Gunter died at her home in 
Holden Crescent on March 8, 2009 - a day after 
being visited by a doctor who prescribed the 48-year- 
old with Midazolam. 

The inquest at Smethwick Council House heard she had 
been restless and distressed and a Macmillan nurse had 
suggested the medication to a district nurse. 

Dr Riaz Ahmed, giving evidence at Monday’s hearing, 
said he instructed a nurse to inject her with 2.5-5mg of the 
drug and to use a syringe driver, if required, to deliver a 
maximum dosage of 50mg over a 24-hour period. 

But instead two injections, each containing lOmg of the 
drug, were given within minutes of each other and another 
20mg dose was gradually administered through the 
syringe driver. 

Instructed 

District nurse Gillian Mason, who gave Mrs Gunter the 
medication, told the inquest she was instructed to change 
the dose by another doctor. 

She said: “I thought 20mg was quite a large amount to 
be administering. I said I already had a directive of 2.5- 
5mg. He said the patient was quite agitated and 20mg was 
required. “ 

Mrs Gunter’s daughter Claire told the hearing that her 
mother became calm after receiving the drug. She said: “It 
wasn’t until the next morning her breathing became 
erratic. Never did I think she was going to die in the matter 
of an hour.” 

She said two nurses had visited the house on March 8 
and she overheard them saying too much medication had 
been administered. 

The inquest heard Mrs Gunter, who was a cleaner at 
Walsall’s Saddlers Centre, was diagnosed with cancer in 
2007. A post-mortem found the cause of death to be respi¬ 
ratory failure and tumours were also found in her brain, 
lungs and liver. 

The inquest continues. 


Homeserve profit surge

Rescue site 
taking fewer 
stray dogs 

An animal rescue centre in Walsall has reduced 
the number of stray dogs it takes in after it was 
closed down because of an outbreak of an infectious 
illness. 

Rosedene Animal Rescue in Rushall now has a 
stricter admissions policy to ensure pets are not suf¬ 
fering from contagious illness. 

It now has more room to care for animals which 
need to stay at the centre for more than a week. 
Unwanted pets handed in by owners must have 
medical notes so everything is known about their 
background. 

The changes were introduced because of an out¬ 
break of the potentially deadly parvovirus, which 
was passed on to existing dogs being cared for at the 
centre due to infected strays. 

Councils stopped sending dogs to the Radley Road 
centre when illness spread among the animals in 
December last year. 

Rosedene owner Des Goodall said: “We have 
changed the emphasis of the centre by taking in 
much fewer strays, accepting more boarders and 
dogs people can no longer care for. 

“Since we started doing this in January we have 
not had any disease outbreaks here. 

“When pets are out on the streets for a while they 
tend to pick up infections and we were taking these 
animals in which caused us all sorts of problems. 

“We always had the boarding block, but the space 
was gradually taken over by the number of strays. 
We have spruced up and reinstated the boarding 
block and it is being solely used now for that 
purpose. 

“We now also arrange for pet owners who can no 
longer look after their dogs due to moving, or rela¬ 
tionship breakdown or whatever reason to deliver 
animals along with the vets’ record so we can see 
exactly what treatments it has had and verify it with 
the vet.” 


Drugs found in 
a cubby hole 

Cannabis plants worth thousands of pounds were 
discovered in a secret room in a seemingly-ordinary 
house in Darlaston. 

The find was made during a series of police raids 
targeting drug operations and people with outstand¬ 
ing court fines. 

In the first of the raids at 7.40am, 10 cannabis 
plants worth £3,000, were found in the secret cubby 
hole behind a fake wall and door in a ground-floor 
maisonette in Park Street, Darlaston. 

A man in his 50s was arrested, during the raid, on 
suspicion of the cultivation of cannabis and was in 
police custody. 

Other raids took place to crackdown on people 
with unpaid fines for offences including criminal 
damage, theft and driving matters. 

Officers went door-to-door asking people to pay up 
or be taken into custody and hauled before magis¬ 
trates. 

Atotal of 12 people were arrested for non-payment 
of fines in Bloxwich, Darlaston and Moxley. In total, 
they owed £25,000. 

One was a 43-year-old woman who had not paid 
back £7,600 from a benefit fraud. 

The doorstep raids were part of Operation Crack¬ 
down, led by Sgt Helen Carver, who said: “Numerous 
letters have been sent to these people and invites to 
a fines surgery - they have ignored them several 
times. They have been given many chances.” 
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Spate of 
thefts hit 
borough 

Laptop computers, jewellery and 
cars have been stolen in a recent spate 
of burglaries across Walsall. 

The thefts have taken place around 
the borough, including Bloxwich and 
Delves, but police said they had made 
arrests and charges in relation to the 
crimes. Officers have been raiding the 
homes of known thieves over the past 
few days. 

It is part of Operation Serve and 
Protect, which targets offenders 
already on the force’s radar. 

Arrests have included a 41-year-old 
man from Delves. He was arrested on 
suspicion of theft of a motor vehicle 
and theft of batteries. He has now 
been bailed pending further inquiries. 

Meanwhile, a 20-year-old man from 
Bloxwich was in police custody after 
appearing at Walsall Magistrates 
Court charged with burglary. 

He is accused of breaking into a 
property in High Street, Bloxwich, on 
May 16 and stealing a laptop com¬ 
puter and a watch. 

Operation Serve and Protect was 
launched last month to keep an eye on 
known offenders and combat the sea¬ 
sonal rise in crime over the summer. 

Det Ch Insp Ian Bamber said: “Offi¬ 
cers across Walsall are committed to 
delivering a first-class service to our 
communities and tackling the main 
offenders who cause misery in 
Walsall. 

“We know who the people are who 
are causing our communities harm 
and we are working hard to catch and 
arrest them.”

A Walsall welfare advice charity which 
folded last month due to a funding short¬ 
fall is hoping to relaunch after being 
offered a temporary home. 

Trelawny Overseas Relief Association 
(Tora) closed at the end of April after pro¬ 
viding drop-in advice on benefits, immi¬ 
gration and housing issues to hundreds of 
disadvantaged people for the past 12 
years. 

But Tora chairman Moses Whyte said 
Caldmore Housing Association had since 
offered the charity use of its Caldmore 
Green premises for three days a week. 

He said negotiations were also ongoing 
with a landlord to move to a permanent 
site in Ablewell Street where the charity 
could relaunch its drop-in service. 

Mr Whyte said: “Even now people are 
phoning up to get advice. They are sup¬ 
portive of this charity and don’t want to 
see it closed. I am hoping we will be able 
to get a grant to continue. 

“If we are able to move into the building 
in Ablewell Street permanently we will be 
able to open five days a week. At the 
moment Caldmore Housing Assoication 
will let us use their building three times a 
week starting next month.” 

Mike Hew, chief executive of Caldmore 
Housing Association, said: “TORA is a 
very worthwhile charity that has done a 
lot of fantastic work.”

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust 
saw complaints increase by 39 
between April 2010 and March 
this year to a total of 332. 

Director of nursing and gover¬ 
nance Sue Hartley said concerns 
about staff attitude were taken 
very seriously and an associate 
director of nursing had been in 
post for several months focusing 
on patient experience. 

The Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust has received 
611 complaints over the past year, 
with 564 of them related to care at 
troubled Stafford Hospital. 

The breakdown includes 243 
complaints about medical care, 
176 about staff attitude and 140 
over communication. 

To help improve communica¬ 
tion the trust said it was investing 
in a new IT system to automati¬ 
cally send patient discharge infor¬ 
mation to the relevant GPs. 

Unde rstood 

Bosses say complaints are sub¬ 
categorised in order for patients’ 
concerns to be better understood. 

The number of formal com¬ 
plaints for Sandwell and West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS 
Trust fell compared to the previ¬ 
ous year, with 750 recorded over 
the same period - down by 117. 

Trust spokeswoman Vanya 
Rogers said: “Our staff encourage 
our patients to raise concerns or 
complain if they are unhappy 
with any aspect of our service, and 
we try to solve any problems as 
quickly as possible locally, so that 
we are able to fix issues before 
they become big problems.” 

The Dudley Group of Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust saw the 
number of complaints fall from 
364 to 332. The Royal Wolver¬ 
hampton Hospitals NHS Trust 
received 66 formal complaints 
between October and December 
2010 but did not reveal the total 
for April 2010 to March this year. 

General care was at the top of 
the list, followed by clinical treat¬ 
ment. Wolverhampton trust chief 
executive David Loughton said all 
complaints received were investi¬ 
gated.

Calls to 
bulldoze 
old pub 

A derelict Bloxwich pub which has 
become a blot on the landscape 
should be bulldozed as soon as possi¬ 
ble, say councillors. 

Planning permission was given to 
SEP Properties Ltd last year for 17 
one-bedroom flats on land where The 
Eagle pub stands in Cresswell Cres¬ 
cent. It fell into further disrepair 
since consent was given, and is a 
magnet for vandals and metal 
thieves. Councillors and Walsall 
North MP David Winnick want the 
developer to get the building demol¬ 
ished. 

Bloxwich councillors Fred Westley 
and Sue Fletcher-Hall want action. 
Councillor Westley said: “For quite 
some time the pub has become a 
bigger and bigger eye sore. 

“I don’t see any reason why resi¬ 
dents should have to put up with it, 
the property should be taken down, 
out of the way. 

“There’s nothing left inside the 
building, all the copper piping and 
anything of value has been taken by 
undesirables.” 

The pub, which stands at the junc¬ 
tion of Tintern Crescent, has been out 
of use since 2007 when it closed after 
Stuart Nelson was shot in the leg 
after a fight broke out on St Patrick’s 
Day. 

Mr Winnick said: “The fact of the 
matter is that this former pub has 
become an ugly eyesore and is a nui¬ 
sance for nearby residents.” 

40 fans booted 
out in season 

More than 40 badly behaved fans 
were ejected from Walsall Football 
Club’s tadium during the last season. 

The fans, mainly visiting support¬ 
ers, were given the red card for a 
string of offences. These included 
pitch invasion, verbal abuse and 
smoking during matches. 

Walsall Football Club’s safety 
officer Dave Storr said 36 away fans 
and five Saddlers were escorted from 
the grounds by the stewards. 

But he said the message that bad 
behaviour would not be tolerated was 
getting through, as there were less 
incidents overall when compared to 
the previous season when 48 away 
fans and 19 home fans were ejected. 

A further five away fans were 
refused entry to the Bescot Crescent 
ground after turning up drunk at the 
gate this season compared to 11 the 
previous year. 

While five people were ejected for 
using foul language or running on to 
the pitch.

Advisors at the centre, 
launched by Steps to Work, will 
give residents a helping hand to 
make the most of opportunities 
to access hundreds of job vacan¬ 
cies and careers advice. Steps to 
Work, a jobs and skills training 


service, said Caldmore was a 
deprived area with a high 
number of claimants. 

The project aims to help more 
residents overcome barriers 
which may prevent them from 
finding employment, such as a 
lack of suitable qualifications or 
self-confidence. 

Steps to Work spokeswoman 
Katie Sohal said: “We have 
revamped the outside of the 


building quite considerably, 
refurbished the signs, fitted new 
windows and carried out paint¬ 
ing. We have had building and 
decorating work carried out, a 
new disabled toilet installed and 
the rear yard which was once 
used to dump rubbish has now 
been totally cleared up. 

It is open 9am to 5pm Mondays 
to Fridays. Residents can just 
call in and visit the team. 


A report by Ofsted has found more 
than 86 per cent of schools were rated 
good or outstanding for behaviour in 
Walsall. The figure was slightly down 
on the previous year. 

Latest Government figures show 
how many primary, secondary and 
special schools were rated as out¬ 
standing, good, satisfactory or inade¬ 
quate for pupils’ behaviour during 
2010 by Ofsted. Nationally, 1,764 
schools, or eight per cent, were rated 


by inspectors as satisfactory or inade¬ 
quate for behaviour out of 21,347. 

In Walsall, 86.6 per cent of schools 
were rated good or outstanding for 
behaviour in 2010 - slightly down 
from 87.6 per cent in 2009. 

In Wolverhampton, the figure was 
93.1 per cent — down from 95.2 per 
cent. The city’s pupils fared well 
against other councils in the West 
Midlands, finishing joint top along¬ 
side Herefordshire. 


Bollards 
cut site 
problem 

Security bollards have 
finally been installed on 
a problem patch of land 
in Walsall after more 
than two years of fly¬ 
tipping, anti-social 
behaviour and travellers 
setting up home. 

The green space off 
Walsall Road in Pelsall 
has left long-suffering 
residents and councillors 
at their wits’ end as it is 
regularly covered with 
litter and waste. 

But security bollards 
have now been installed 
to solve the problems. 

Council bosses tem¬ 
porarily blocked the 
access route with a skip 
full of concrete but the 
permanent bollards were 
put in by the land owner 
last week. Pelsall Coun¬ 
cillors Marco Longhi and 
Garry Perry have been 
fighting to secure the 
land for years. 

Councillor Longhi said 
he was pleased some¬ 
thing had been done but 
“disappointed” the bol¬ 
lards were not bigger. 

He said: “I am in some 
senses happy that this 
has been done, although 
it wasn’t the job I wanted. 

“I’m a bit sceptical and 
disappointed in the 
robustness of the posts.” 

Cllr Longhi feared a 
solid vehicle might push 
them over.

Grandfather 
was ‘rushed 
into home’ 

A retired family butcher who died after two 
severe falls was “rushed” out of Walsall Manor 
Hospital and into a care home too quickly, a 
coroner said. Grandfather-of-one John Robinson, 
died in April 2009. 

The butcher who used to run W J Robinson & 
Sons in Chasetown, was admitted to the borough 
hospital with a serious chest infection in January 
2009 — but was discharged to Chaseview Care 
Home in Burntwood on March 3 of the same year. 

At the home, he suffered a fractured hip in a 
fall and was rushed back to the Manor, where he 
fell out of bed within two weeks and injured his 
hip again, Walsall Coroner’s Court heard last 
week. 

The 79-year-old, who had Alzheimer’s, died of 
natural causes, contributed to by the falls. 

A post mortem revealed Mr Robinson, who pre¬ 
viously lived at Homestead Care Home, Ogley 
Road, Brownhills, had a lower respiratory tract 
infection. 

Assistant deputy Black Country coroner Clive 
Loyns said the admission to the care home, in 
Water Street, had been rushed and not all neces¬ 
sary equipment was there. 

Speaking after the inquest, Mr Robinson’s son 
Derek Robinson, aged 55, of Burntwood, said: 
“There were some errors along the way in my 
father’s care.”

14 held in warrants blitz 


Fourteen people with warrants for 
outstanding fines of more than 
£26,000 in Walsall were arrested fol¬ 
lowing police raids. 

Officers recovered more than 
£1,200 in outstanding fines at the 
door and those who could not pay were 
arrested and taken directly to court. 

Police and officers from Her 
Majesty’s Court Service were involved 
in Operation Crackdown. It was tar¬ 
geted at criminals with outstanding 
community breach warrants, commit¬ 
tal to prison warrants and outstand¬ 
ing fines. 

A total of 14 people were arrested 


and taken to court last week for 
offences of non-payment of fines and 
offences such as theft, having an 
offensive weapon, driving convictions 
and non-payment of TV licence. 

Sgt Helen Carver, who co-ordinated 
the operation, said: “To have brought 
so many outstanding prisoners into 
custody and produced them before the 
courts has been a real achievement for 
the teams working so tirelessly on this 
operation. 

“In a similar two-week initiative in 
Walsall, Sandwell and Birmingham 
in March we made 200 arrests,” she 
added. 


Town market 
is set to get 
an overhaul 

Willlenhall Market is to be overhauled after it 
emerged fewer than half of its stalls are filled on key 
shopping days. 

The market is struggling on Fridays and Satur¬ 
days, with only about 25 of its 70 stalls occupied. 
However, its Wednesday market is booming, with 66 
pitches filled. Council bosses said they were now 
looking to make the Friday and Saturday markets 
“more attractive”. The occupancy rate on Friday and 
Saturdays has been streadily in decline. 

Twelve months ago, about five more stalls were 
being taken up than there are now on both days. 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird said bosses 
would be working to breathe new life into the market 
and encouraged people to visit. 

“We’re taking a close look at Willenhall Market,” 
he said. “Wednesday is going great guns. We have a 
vibrant market with 66 stalls, with something 
approaching 100 per cent occupancy. 

“Our Friday and Saturday markets have around 
25 stalls which is compared to around 30 stalls just 
over 12 months ago. We’re looking to make Friday 
and Saturday markets more attractive.” 

Discussions are to take place with traders about 
how to boost its fortunes. 

Markets in the Black Country are struggling, with 
issues such as the rise of supermarkets and costly 
stall rents blamed for the problems. The arrival of 
Morrisons in 2010 has been blamed for killing off 
trade in Willenhall. 

Willenhall trader Bob Giles, known as Bob King, 
of King’s Fruit and Vegetables, was forced to lay off 
three staff last year after trade dipped. 

Mr King, who is also chairman of Willenhall 
Market Traders Association, said he thought the 
market had “come to a stop”. 

It’s a tough time for markets all over the region in 
the current climate. The recently relaunched 
Brownhills Market has been cut to one day a week 
due to a fall in shoppers. 

Darlaston Market has also been axed, as was 
Wolverhampton’s weekly Dudley Street Market.

A patient has welcomed the “world of differ¬ 
ence” the new St Giles Walsall Hospice being 
closer to home is making to patients in the town. 

Keith Faulkner, aged 58, has had to make 
regular 90-minute round trips to use the St Giles 
hospice in Lichfield, but can now cut the journey 
down to 15-minutess each way to the new 
hospice in Goscote, Walsall. 

Former carpet retail businessman Mr 
Faulkner, who was diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer 20 years ago, said: “What St Giles has 
done for me is just unbelievable. They have 
turned my life around 101 per cent and if more 
people in Walsall are going to be able to feel this 
way, it will make a world of difference.” 

He was given six weeks to live at age 38. 

He underwent a massive operation to remove 
tissue affected by his cancer, and although this 
saved his life, Keith, of Cheslyn Hay, has suffered 
poor health ever since, losing the feeling in his 
lower legs, developing diabetes, and, seven years 
ago, being diagnosed with heart failure. 

“Emotionally, this diagnosis brought a very 
bad time for me and my wife, Doreen,” he said, 

“It was my heart nurse who said she thought 
we needed some extra support and mentioned St 
Giles might be able to provide it. My initial reac¬ 
tion was “no way”. To me, a hospice was a place 
people go to die. But I looked at the hospice’s 
website, and agreed to have a look around.” 


Pupil Sophie Maiden said: 
“We wanted to name and 
shame the people doing this. 
The mess is terrible and 
there’s a lot of it. 

“We hope it will make the 
owners stop and think and 
pick the mess up.” 

Councillor Shires said he 
would be meeting with 
pupils on Monday to talk to 
them about their concerns. 

He said: “They put 
together these letters. It’s 
obviously an important 
issue. 

“There are a number of dog 
owners who don’t do the 
proper thing of picking it up 
and that’s an issue.” 

David Elrington, area 
manager for environmental 
health at Walsall Council, 
said: “Wherever possible we 
erect no fouling signs and 
monitor hot spot areas as 
regularly as we are able to 
catch the perpetrators.” 

He encouraged people to 
report incidents of dog 
fouling to help plan patrols 
more effectively.

The Hussey Arms is the latest pub in the borough 
which will be given a new lease of life. 

JD Wetherspoon has announced it is further 
investing in Walsall by ploughing a total of £1.3 
million into the former Matha’s Vineyard in the town 
centre, a project that will create about 40 new jobs.

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75 drivers 
caught in 
3 hours 

Seventy-five drivers were caught 
using bus lanes and making banned 
turns in a three-hour police blitz in 
Walsall town centre. 

The operation followed complaints 
motorists are ignoring new road 
layouts and risking accidents after a 
number of near-misses in Walsall. 

Drivers were targeted for travelling 
in the bus lane along Hatherton Road, 
turning right into Lichfield Street and 
going along Bridge Street. Motorists 
were hit with £30 fixed penalty 
notices during the crackdown last 
week. 

Hatherton Road was closed to all 
through traffic at the junction of 
Hatherton Street, apart from buses 
and bicycles, last summer as part of 
an overhaul around the new Tesco 
supermarket. 

Cars travelling along Hatherton 
Street in the direction of the town 
should also go left when they get to 
Lichfield Street and not past the town 
hall. But drivers have continued to 
ignore the new rules. 

Officers issued 39 tickets to 
motorists ignoring the restriction in 
Hatherton Road and another 24 for 
turning right into Lichfield Street. 

A further 12 tickets were given to 
drivers breaking the law by travelling 
along Bridge Street towards the bus 
station in St Paul’s Street. Two were 
given £60 fines - one for not wearing a 
seatbelt and another for having a 
number plate that did not conform to 
standards. Ten of the tickets were 
handed to taxi drivers. 

There have been a series of acci¬ 
dents near the station including a col¬ 
lision between two cars and two buses 
earlier this year. 

Bulldozer is 
levelling court 

Demolition of the former Aldridge 
Magistrates Court to create a new £2 
million office and housing complex is 
under way. 

The building is being flattened to 
make way for a two-storey office block 
and nine flats in Court Parade. The 
residential building will have six two- 
bedroom and three three-bedroom 
flats. 

Developer Aldridge Prime Ltd 
hopes the scheme will boost the town’s 
fortunes and attract fledgling enter¬ 
prises. 

The complex, which had under¬ 
ground cells, has been standing empty 
and boarded up since 2006. 

The new development will feature a 
69-space car park comprising 23 bays 
for office users, 16 for the flats and 30 
for the existing offices at nearby 
Centre House. A previous application 
to refurbish the building was with¬ 
drawn last August.

Push on pub plans 


The owners of a former Willenhall 
pub are hoping to move restoration 
plans forward by meeting with an 
architect in the next few months. 

The Bell Inn, Market Place was 
taken over by a group of local people 
last September after it fell into disre¬ 
pair. It was bought for £40,000 by a 
consortium, made up of four people, 
who are intending to restore the 
Grade-II listed building for the good 


of the community. One option for the 
building is to turn it into a commer¬ 
cial venture on the ground floor, with 
exhibition rooms upstairs. 

Stan Taylor, one of the members of 
the consortium, said the group was 
in the process of choosing an archi¬ 
tect to work with them and look at 
the interior design of the building. He 
said: “We will be talking with an 
architect about what is required.” 


Lease bid for horses 


Horse owners in Walsall could soon 
be offered short-term leases on public 
land in a bid to stop the “out of 
control” problem of untethered 
animals roaming around. 

Councillors are working on a plan 
to allow owners to rent convenient 
patches of land, with the promise of 
maintaining them temporarily. 

Blakenall councillor Ian Robert¬ 
son, who is working on the scheme, 


said there were more than 100 
animals roaming around the 
borough. He said the policy was 
needed to tackle the problem as it 
was becoming more dangerous for 
drivers. 

The proposal will go before the full 
council in June. 

“I think we should address this 
issue much more seriously,” Council¬ 
lor Robertson said.

It happened as Ms Marsh, who 
had travelled from her home in 
Somerset, was visiting the 
graves of relatives following the 
service for Mr Tiso, of Foley 
Road, Streetly, who died aged 84. 

“I was already feeling upset 
about my granddad passing 
away, then this happened on top 
of everything,” she said.

“The service was at 12.30pm. 
Then I drove along the exit lane 
and pulled into the oval car park 
so I could visit the graves of my 
other relatives who were laid to 
rest there. 

“At the time there seemed to 
be plenty of people around also 
visiting graves. 

“When I returned to my car a 
short time later I found the 
drivers’ window broken and my 
handbag, the contents and the 
laptop gone. 

“I just want to warn other 
people that this is happening at 
the crematorium and they 
should look after valuables. It 
was a horrible experience,” said 
Ms Marsh, a production planner. 

Police warned last month 
there had been a rise in crimi¬ 
nals targeting car parks at the 
crematorium and cemeteries 
across the borough.

Building work on the complex, which will 
also include a children’s centre, is due start 
as soon as the site is cleared. 

Sue Grainger, head of libraries and her¬ 
itage at Walsall Council, said: “We would 
expect to start clearing the site within the 
next fortnight.” 

She added the main contractor works 
were due to begin in June. Pelsall Library 
closed earlier this month and relocated to a 
temporary base at the former Social Serv¬ 
ices offices in Norton Road, where it will 
reopen on May 24. 

Venture 

The development is a joint venture 
between the council, NHS Walsall and 
Walsall Children’s Services Serco. It is 
hoped it will be completed by Spring next 
year. 

Councillor Garry Perry, Pelsall represen¬ 
tative, said the first signs of work would be 
a welcome sight in the village. 

“Undoubtedly there has been a long, long 
feeling of anticipation for this to happen 
and now that the signs are starting to be 
seen with the old library closing everybody 
knows it is definitely happening,” he said 
today. 

“At the end of the day, undoubtedly there 
will be some disruption during the building 
work, it’s inevitable. We will address any 
issues that we can and as far as possible be 
sympathetic towards the neighbours. We 
must also bear in mind the end goal, which 
is a first-class family health facility for 
Pelsall. It is long awaited and something 
we are likely never to see again.” 

There had been fears the scheme could 
be at risk due to widespread budget cuts.

A £60 fine and three points were 
handed to another driver who was 
caught towing a trailer without dis¬ 
playing the registration number cor¬ 
rectly. 

Ch Insp Paul Farley, from Walsall 
police station, said: “Walsall police 
take metal thefts very seriously and 
we will continue to target individuals 
and premises where we believe stolen 
metal is purchased or disposed of.”

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Hospital defends agency spend 


Walsall Manor Hospital has defended 
the increase in its monthly bill for hiring 
agency staff. 

The hospital shelled out £436,000 on 
agency staff in March, up £28,000 in a 
month. 

In September last year spending on 
agency staff was £361,000, a figure health 
chiefs predicted would be lowered by 
hiring more permanent staff. 

The hospital has now insisted a recruit¬ 


ment day had in fact lowered its agency 
spend on nursing staff, and the reason the 
overall figure saw a hike was down to 
medical staff, who were not the subject of 
a recruitment drive. Sue Wakeman, direc¬ 
tor of human resources at Walsall Manor 
Hospital said: “The increase in agency 
spend is related to medical staff who were 
not part of the recruitment exercise in 
November 2010. “The nursing agency 
spend is in fact showing a decrease in 


March’s figure.” Expenditure on medical 
agency staff had increased by £117,000 
over the year. Most of this went on 
unplanned care, while nursing agency 
costs have decreased by £41,000 to 
£137,000. The trust’s overall outlay on 
temporary workers was just over £4.3 
million for 2010/11, according to a report 
which went before its board of directors 
last week, accounting for 3.89 per cent of 
the total wages bill.

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Borough bucks trend 
as jobless figures rise

Jobless queues are getting 
longer in Walsall despite recent 
national figures out showing a fall 
in unemployment to 2.4 million. 

Most areas of the West Midlands 
show a rise in the number of those 
unemployed and claiming jobseeker’s 
allowance. 

While the total unemployment figure for 
the region dropped slightly, there was an 
increase in those looking for work and 
claiming the allowance in Walsall. Last 
month the claimant count rose by 247 to 
10,412 — or 6.6 per cent of the borough’s 
working population. 

The figure is way above the national 
claimant rate of 4.6 per cent. 

Sandwell also saw an increase, of 278, to 
13,259 or 7.2 per cent, as did Wolverhamp¬ 
ton where the figure was up 163 to 11,845, 
or 7.8 per cent of the city’s working popu¬ 
lation. 

Reflected 

In Dudley, there was a rise of just nine to 
9,731, or five per cent, but in Birmingham 
the count rose by 417 to 47,392, or 7.1 per 
cent. 

The picture was reflected nationwide, 
with number of people on jobseeker’s 
allowance rising by 12,400 last month to 
1.47 million, according to the Office of 
National Statistics. 

Economists had been expecting it to fall 
by as much as 10,000 but instead were 
faced with the biggest increase in 16 
months. 

But official unemployment fell 36,000 in 
the three months to March, down to 2.45 
million. Across the West Midlands as a 
whole unemployment fell by 4,000 to 
255,000. 

Youth unemployment has also fallen 
slightly, with the rate among 16 to 24-year- 
olds at 935,000 or 20 per cent. The 
improved figures come just days after the 
Government unveiled a £60 million 
package aimed at boosting work prospects 
for the youth sector. 

Employment Minister Chris Grayling 
said: “It’s good news to see that unemploy¬ 
ment is also going in the right direction 
and pleasing that unemployment has 
fallen for young people.”

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Patrols to be 
stepped up 
at arboretum 

Police patrols are to be stepped up in Walsall 
Arboretum following a spate of crimes including 
theft, arson and vandalism. 

Yobs have set litter bins on fire in recent weeks 
and ripped out tree saplings planted by schoolchild¬ 
ren. A number of visitors have had their mobile 
phones stolen. Police will now be conducting high- 
visibility patrols in the park, and officers in plain 
clothes will also keep watch. Their patrols will be 
strengthened by rangers at the Arboretum. 

West Midlands Police said they wanted to crack 
down on crime and anti-social behaviour so people 
could enjoy the 170-acre park. 

The patrols will seize alcohol found in the park 
and target those responsible for graffiti and criminal 
damage. 

Sgt Bob Harris said: “People come to enjoy the 
parkland, there is also a children’s play area, foot¬ 
ball pitch and newly-built skate park. 

“We need to ensure that their day isn’t blighted by 
people’s anti-social behaviour and crime. 

“There have been a couple of incidents recently of 
mobile phone thefts in the park and some reports of 
anti-social behaviour. We want to make sure that 
anyone coming to enjoy the Arboretum this summer 
can do so safely. 

“The Arboretum is a no-alcohol zone and anyone 
found drinking will have their alcohol confiscated.” 

Walsall Council leader Mike Bird welcomed the 
idea, saying it would bring peace of mind to visitors. 

“We want people visiting Walsall Arboretum to 
feel safe and be able to enjoy themselves without 
their day being ruined by a small minority,” Council¬ 
lor Bird said. “These joint patrols will give reassur¬ 
ance to visitors that anti-social behaviour will not be 
tolerated, and we are working closely with the police 
to stamp out any problems.” 


Office workers are in 
a flap over falcon pair 



A pair of peregrine falcons is 
proving an interesting sight for 
workers after they began nesting 
at the top of a prominent Walsall 
town centre building. 

The wild birds have nested at the 
top of Walsall Council’s bell tower and 
spend their days flying around the 
town’s tallest buildings. 

A favourite haunt is Tameway Tower, in 
Bridge Street, which is where this 
remarkable photograph was captured by 
an astonished office worker. 

The plucky bird was so close, the office 
worker who took the picture has been able 
to capture it in great detail from its 
mottled black and cream feathers to the 
curve of its beak.The bird had perched on

the window ledge of the 12th floor of the 
office block when a quick-thinking worker 
from the council’s leisure and culture serv¬ 
ices took the picture on her phone. 

Tinted windows mean while the worker 
could see the bird in all its glory, the feath¬ 
ered friend did not know it was being 
snapped. 

Attention 

The birds, which have been affection¬ 
ately dubbed Katy and Matthew Perry, 
are attracting plenty of attention from 
workers and birdwatchers alike. 

It is the second time a pair of bird have 
chosen to nest in the area. Feeding on 
pigeons and able to reach 200mph, the 
birds are usually found in seacliffs and 


higher ground in the UK. 

Ian Morton-Jones, Walsall Council mar¬ 
keting officer, works in the tower. 

He said: “I think it’s brilliant that some¬ 
thing like a peregrine falcon can live in the 
town centre. We’re quite high up in 
Tameway Tower and you quite often hear 
it screeching as it circles overhead. 

‘You sometimes find parts of mice at the 
bottom of Tameway Tower that look as 
though they’ve been a falcon’s dinner. 

“I think the person who took the mobile 
phone image of one of the falcons got quite 
a shock to see it on their window ledge 
staring in.” Walsall Council was even 
holding Peregrine watch last week where 
experts were in front of the town’s Gala 
Baths, in Tower Street, armed with tele¬ 
scopes and binoculars. 


Electronic 
signs point 
to car parks 

Hi-tech electronic signs will direct drivers to 
parking spaces under plans to keep traffic moving 
around Walsall town centre. 

At least six signs at busy spots will flash informa¬ 
tion to motorists pointing to the 1,494 spaces in the 
town centre. 

The devices could also be introduced into other 
town centres such as Willenhall and Bloxwich. The 
signs have already proved effective in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. Paul Leighton, Walsall Council group leader for 
traffic management, said: “We are looking at 
installing a minimum of six parking information 
signs on key gateways into the town centre by early 
2012.Discussions are taking place around the best 
locatio and at it is too early to say exactly where they 
will be.” 

Councillor Tom Ansell, cabinet member for trans¬ 
port, added: “If the scheme is successful and more 
money comes through, I would like to see it rolled out 
to the district centres.” 

It is not yet known how much the scheme will cost. 
The town centre has 512 short-stay spaces, 906 long- 
stay, 39 disabled spaces and 37 for carers and chil¬ 
dren. The signs would be the latest change to 
parking in the town centre.

It has permission to operate the mosque 
and school from a row of terraced houses 
and four mobile units, but has now 
expanded to 12 mobile units. 

The trust has now applied retrospec¬ 
tively for planning permission for all the 
buildings on the site to be retained and for 
a general change of use of the industrial 
site it occupies to a school. 

But planning bosses at Walsall Council 


have now warned if consent is not given 
enforcement action to scale back the 
unlawful part of the development will be 
taken. 

Walsall planning chief David Elsworthy, 
said: “A full consultation exercise is being 
undertaken and comments will be consid¬ 
ered prior to reporting the application to 
the planning committee. 

“The council has also resolved to serve 
an enforcement notice relating to this 
unauthorised development should deter¬ 
mination of this application not provide a 
satisfactory outcome.” 

He added: “The application is for the ret¬ 
rospective change of use to a school and 
the retention of mobile classrooms, prayer 


hall, recreation room and building lobbies 
with a shared car park for mosque and 
school. 

“The application seeks to regularise the 
structures and uses currently on the site. 
It does not include the mosque or any of 
the terraced housing on Wednesbury 
Road.” The school and sixth form has 310 
pupils and has 39 members of staff. 

An application to expand the mosque, 
which occupies seven of the 15 houses 
owned by the trust, was refused by coun¬ 
cillors last year. 

A planning application to expand the 
sixth form at the school submitted in 
December 2009 was also refused by offi¬ 
cers under delegated powers.

Rugby club sets mind 
to building new base

A Walsall rugby club that lost its 
clubhouse in an arson attack has 
vowed to get a new one built “by hook 
or by crook”, and may even scale down 
the plans to get it under way after 
repeated delays. 

Aldridge Rugby Club is in the process of 
hiring a fundraiser to help raise grants 
and donations for the new £320,000 club¬ 
house, after delays to the project left 
teams without changing rooms and 
showers for two seasons. Planning 
consent for a new building was granted in 
March. 

Proposals include a bar and facilities for the 
club in Bourne Vale, and come after an applica¬ 
tion was submitted to Walsall Council in 
October. 

Committee member Jim Chambers said the 
plans to rebuild could be altered and additions 
such as underfloor heating and quality materi¬ 
als removed to get the cost down if necessary. 

He said: “It’s a step forward that we are 
getting someone in to help solve the problem of 
funding. 

Specification 

“But if we still can’t get enough money to 
build to our specification, we believe there are 
things we might be able to take out to get the 
price down. 

“We are confident we are going to get there, 
by hook or by crook, it’s just taking a long time. 
It’s a lot of hard work, especially as it’s all done 
in our spare time.” 

It was originally hoped that the building 
work would be completed before the start of the 
new season in September, but delays with the 
application and funding have pushed this back. 

Committee members are now simply hoping 
to begin the work before September, allowing 
the possibility for it to be completed half way 
through the season. 

Construction work is intended to take about 
16 weeks, and the anticipated result is a 
177sqm changing rooms, a club meeting room, 
a dining space, showers, toilets, and a bar. 

An £80,000 loan from the Rugby Football 
Union is expected to help the project on its way. 

Players played at other grounds last season 
after fire ripped through changing rooms and 
the bar area and destroyed kit and equipment 
worth more than £5,000 in July 2009.

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£2.2m price on derelict listed hall 


A derelict listed hall on the Walsall- 
Sandwell border has been put up for sale 
with a £2.2 million price tag. 

Talks are under way between Walsall 
Council and national lottery chiefs to see 
what can be done to attract a new owner 
for Grade II-listed Great Barr Hall. 

Campaigners have fought for years for 
the crumbling house - which dates back to 
the 18th century and was once owned by 
the Scott family — along with 50 acres of 
parkland to be preserved and the land 
kept free of development. 

Walsall Council’s regeneration boss 
Councillor Adrian Andrew said he has ini¬ 
tiated discussions with the Heritage 
Lottery Fund over the future of the site 


which has suffered arson attacks and van¬ 
dalism. 

“I am in the process of organising a 
meeting with the fund along with repre¬ 
sentatives of Beacon Action Group,” he 
said. “This is an opportunity to get the 
property back into friendly hands. 

“The council can’t go down the road of 
using taxpayers’ money to buy it in the 
present financial climate, but there are 
other things it can do to assist. 

“I would query the £2.2m asking price 
because it’s a derelict building and has 
been for some time. It’s really the garden 
and the lake which you would be paying 
for.” 

The building, which dates back to 1777, 


the gardens and landscapes have been 
placed on the English Heritage Register of 
Buildings at Risk. 

It has been in the ownership of current 
owners Manor Building Preservation 
Trust for the eight years. The sale is being 
handled by estate agent Van Weenen. 

Plans to restore the hall, off Chapel 
Lane, to its former glory have not materi¬ 
alised. The trust drew up plans for a large 
two-storey house overlooking the upper 
lake, and a bungalow, and 10ft high gates 
and railings at four entrances to the site. 

Secretary of Beacon Action Group Bob 
Winkle said: “The hall being up for sale 
really is too good an opportunity to turn 
down.”

Sights set on the stars| 



STUART WILLIAMS of 
Walsall Local History Centre, 
the archives service and local 
studies library is looking at 
some of the remarkable and 
inspirational people who are 
associated with your borough. 

S ome in life rise high, reach for the stars, 
and are remembered forever. Others 
may be cut down in their prime, and be 
forgotten, even in the place of their birth; yet 
their story may be no less fascinating. One 
such is Mr W E Hartley. 

William Ernest Hartley was born in Walsall, 
then in Staffordshire, in 1877 and was educated at 
King Edward’s High School, New Street, Birming¬ 
ham. 

He subsequently went to Trinity College, University of 
Cambridge, on a scholarship, and studied mathematics, 
with considerable success, graduating in 1899 as sixth 
Wrangler in the Mathematical Tripos. 

He then moved to the University of Aberdeen, an 
ancient Scottish university whose first chair in mathe¬ 
matics was created in 1505. For several years he held the 
post of Demonstrator in Physics there. 

In 1903, he became a professional astronomer, being 
appointed Junior Assistant Observer at the Cambridge 
University Observatory. In 1913, the Senior (Chief) 
Assistant Mr Arthur R Hinks resigned from the observa¬ 
tory after being passed over for the directorship in favour 
of the younger Arthur Eddington, a brilliant mathemati¬ 
cian and one of the earliest astrophysicists. Hinks left to 
take a secretaryship in the Royal Geographical Society, 
and Mr. Hartley succeeded him. 

Observations 

Hartley was placed in charge of the observatory’s 
meridian circle telescope, and was given the task of re¬ 
observing the faint supernumerary stars of the Cam¬ 
bridge Zone Star Catalogue, as well as preparing the 
detailed observations for press - a work completed shortly 
before his death. 

This painstaking work, in those days before automa¬ 
tion or computers, left him little time for original work. 
But he did much in determining the systematic motions 
of stars from their radial velocities, and in May, 1915, he 
published, jointly with the then Director of the Cam¬ 
bridge Observatory, Plumian Professor Arthur S. 
Eddington, a paper on the subject in the Monthly Notices 
of the Royal Astronomical Society, Vol.75. 

He was also very successful as a teacher of practical 
astronomy to university students at the Observatory. Mr. 
Hartley’s great gifts of lucid explanation, combined with 
his skill in the manipulation of astronomical instru¬ 
ments, made him eminently popular and successful in

the weekly Saturday night demonstrations with the 
“Northumberland Equatorial”. That same historic tele¬ 
scope is still at the observatory, now part of the Institute of 
Astronomy. 

Hartley was also of great assistance to the Director of the 
observatory who preceded Eddington, Sir Robert Stawell 
Ball, a prolific author and lecturer who visited Walsall 
many times and who has become known as “the Victorian 
Patrick Moore”. Hartley helped him with his professional 
publications. 

In 1909, William Ernest Hartley married Norah 
Winifred Aldis of 151, Yardley Fields Road, Yardley, Birm¬ 
ingham, fifth daughter of Mr James A Aldis, then of Mins- 
mere, Suffolk, and formerly headmaster of Queen Mary’s 
Grammar School, Walsall. 

Baptism 

At that time, there was no accommodation for them at 
the observatory, so they chose to live in the village of Coton, 
near Cambridge, where the baptism of their two daughters 
took place at St Peter’s Church (Anne, born 10 May 1912, 
baptised 9 June, and Catherine Aldis, born 26 February 
1915, baptised 26 May). 

When Hartley became Chief Assistant in 1913, he moved 
his family to the house at the west end of the observatory. 
He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Astronomical Society 
on 9 January, 1914. 

Towards the close of 1915 he decided, after much discus¬ 
sion of the dangers with his wife, to serve his country 
during the Great War, and on 4 January, 1916 he became a 
naval instructor. 

At that time the Navy did not give naval ranks to

instructors. They were simply known as Headmasters if 
they had a University degree. Hartley’s first posting was at 
the Royal Naval College, Greenwich. He still paid regular 
weekend visits to Cambridge and helped to carry on the 
work in the Observatory. 

In May 1916 he was appointed to HMS Africa, and in 
December was transferred to the ill-fated HMS Vanguard, 
upon which ship he was sadly killed on 9 July, 1917, with 
803 other men, when it sank at Scapa Flow due to an acci¬ 
dental explosion in a magazine. In a letter of condolence to 
Hartley’s widow, Admiral Sturdee spoke highly of his excel¬ 
lence as an instructor, and of the high quality of his work. 

Churchyard 

Hartley’s name is recorded on the War Memorial in 
Coton churchyard, and on the Chatham Naval Memorial, 
Kent. In his obituary in the Monthly Notices of the Royal 
Astronomical Society, Vol. 78, (1918), his brother-in-law 
Mr H L Aldis, said “He will long be remembered by his 
friends and his professional colleagues, both in the Obser¬ 
vatory and in the Navy, as a keen and devoted worker, a 
genial comrade, and a man of singularly unselfish kindli¬ 
ness. That a career of such promise should have been so 
abruptly broken off is one of the tragedies of war. “ 

That he should have been forgotten in his place of birth, 
Walsall, is also a tragedy, and it is now my privilege to put 
that right through the pages of the Walsall Chronicle.

Wrangle over council 
leadership goes on 


walsallchronicle@ 
expressandstar.co.uk 
Political leaders in Walsall 
have reacted to the Tory bid to 
run the local authority as a 
minority administration. 

Leader of the Liberal Democrats 
Ian Shires said he thought the 
decision would make it harder for 
opposition to influence council 
decisions. 

Meanwhile, Labour boss Tim Oliver 
said his party would continue to fight 
to become the majority party in the 
future after making significant gains 
in the local elections. 

Conservative leader Mike Bird laid 
out a proposal which would see his 
group take control despite holding no 
overall majority. 

It follows almost a fortnight of 
crunch talks between all three leaders. 

Under the proposals, the council’s 
seven scrutiny panels, most of which 
were previously chaired by Tory 
members, would be divided propor¬ 
tionally between the three main 
groups. 

Senior 

The plan also sees Labour councillor 
Graham Wilkes become the deputy 
mayor and the mayoralty eventually 
return to the most senior member of 
the council. 

Councillor Oliver, whose party is not 
expected to oppose the proposal at 
next Monday’s full council meeting, 
said they had battled hard for some of 
the points. 

He said: “We argued strongly that 
the position of mayor should be based 
on seniority, which did use to be the 
case. 

“The seven scrutiny panels would be 
divided up based on proportionality.” 

Councillor Shires had been in talks 
with both parties to outline his group’s 
concerns and requests. 

These included scrutiny panels 
being chaired by opposition parties in 
all cases and a greater say for council¬ 
lors and communities in how money is 
spent in their area.

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Charity aims to create 
faith school in town

An education charity that runs 
projects to improve the prospects 
of children from disadvantaged 
communities wants to create a 
faith school in Walsall. 

The planned Excell3 International 
School would be a secondary school 
specialising in business and lan¬ 
guages. 

Those behind the proposal said the free, 
mixed-sex school would be non-selective 
with a Christian ethos and open to all 
pupils irrespective of religion. 

Excell3’s national development manager 
Stephen Brooks said plans for the school 
had been in the pipeline for three years. 

“If we are going to be successful for 
opening in 2012 we have to complete all of 
our ground work by the end of this month 
and accelerate the process,” he said. 

Regeneration 

“We have been looking at Walsall and the 
surrounding towns for some time as it is one 
of the most under-achieving areas in the 
Black Country educationally, although the 
borough is experiencing regeneration.” 

Bosses at the charity, which has offices in 
Great Barr, said discussions were under 
way with community and faith groups and 
families, over the idea for the school which 
would be funded by central government. 

The proposal is for a school to serve the 
west of the borough where there are fewer 
secondaries and a higher incidence of dep¬ 
rivation, compared to the east. 

It costs about £23 million to build a new 
school, but Mr Brooks said an existing 
building would be acquired meaning 
reduced set-up costs. 

Excell3, is an approved academy sponsor. 
Walsall would be its first school. 

The former Darlaston Community 
Science College has become a Grace 
Academy which has a Christian ethos. 
Other state-funded faith senior schools 
include Blue Coat Church of England, 
Birmingham Street, and St Thomas More 
Catholic, in Darlaston Lane. 

Interim managing director for Walsall 
Children Services Serco Graham Talbot 
said a meeting had been arranged with 
Excell3 to find out more about their propos¬ 
als. 


Cannabis plants stash found 


This was the scene in a 
house in Walsall after 
police officers found a 
haul of cannabis plants 
hidden behind a fake 
wall and door. 

The wall had been 
built in a terraced house 
in Park Street, Darlas¬ 
ton, to hide the illegal 
growing operation. 

The door to the cubby 
hole was blocked by a 
cupboard but police offi¬ 
cers uncovered the whole 
scheme on May 19 after 
tip-offs from concerned 
neighbours. 

Inside the secret room 
were 10 mature cannabis 
plants ready for cultiva¬ 
tion and specialist 
growing equipment. 

One man aged in his 
50s was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of the cultivation 
of cannabis and was in 
police custody. 

Neighbours contacted 
the police after the 
strong smell of cannabis 
filled the air in the street. 
The raid happened at 
7.40am. 

The secret room had 
been insulated and also 
contained a heater for 
optimum growing condi¬ 
tions. 

Officers have now 
bagged up the drugs and 
taken them into custody 
ready for destruction.

Report on hospital meals 


The vast differences in spend¬ 
ing on patients’ food in hospitals 
in the West Midlands region 
claim new figures show. 

Spending at some hospitals in 
the region was more than £9 per 
meal in 2009-10 while others 
dipped under £5. 

Top spender was Mid Stafford¬ 
shire NHS Foundation Trust 
which shelled out £9.36 per meal 
but Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham Hospitals Trust allocated 
£4.78 per meal. Second highest 
was the Royal Wolverhampton 
Hospitals Trust, which runs New 
Cross Hospital, spending £8.40 


per meal. The figures, released 
by the NHS Information Centre, 
showed Walsall Manor Hospital 
paid out £6.54 per patient. 

Sue Hartley, director of 
nursing and governance at 
Walsall Manor Hospital, said: 
“We ensure that our hospital 
menu contains a variety of 
options for patients to encourage 
them to eat a well-balanced and 
varied diet and we also cater for 
all cultural and dietary require¬ 
ments. 

“Food plays an essential role in 
the recovery process of a patient, 
and therefore it’s important we 


continue to offer this level of 
service to our patients, as getting 
the right nutrition is essential for 
the future well-being and recov¬ 
ery of any patients in our care.” 

All the hospitals have 
increased funding for meals since 
2007-08 when the least spent 
was £3.16 per meal, by Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
Trust. 

Chief nurse at the trust Rachel 
Overfield said: “We take the 
nutrition of our patients seri¬ 
ously and have invested money 
over the last few years, including 
overhauling menus.” 


Church open day has a certain a-peal 


The sound of bells ringing 
filled the air in Walsall as an 
open day was held at the 
Parish Church of St 
Matthew’s.

The church, which is 
almost 800 years old can ref¬ 
erence how Henry VIII, 
Oliver Cromwell, the Indus¬ 
trial Revolution and even the 
Charge of the Light Brigade 
impacted on the community.

“It was a very successful 
enjoyable day and we hope it 
has helped build up our rela¬ 
tionship more with the com¬ 
munity. 

“The peal of bells was 
absolutely fantastic, some of 
the people came in because 
they had heard it and just 
wanted to see what was going 
on.”

Rugby bosses 
plan new ground 


Bosses at Walsall Rugby Club are 
planning to apply for permission to 
build a new multi-million pound 
ground at Aldridge Airport. 

Preliminary discussions have taken 
place between officials at the Delves 
Road-based club and Walsall Council 
about possible sites where the club 
could move to in order to upgrade its 
facilities. 

Walsall Rugby Club president 
Chris Ernes said talks had progressed 
and a developer was expected to be 
chosen within the next month. 

They then intend to submit a plan¬ 
ning application to build on the land 
off Bosty Lane. 

He said the 21 acre site would allow 
the club, which has more than 500 
members, to build a modern club¬ 
house with four pitches and an all 
weather pitch. 

The existing ground is currently 
outdated and a move will enable the 
club to develop. It would mean a 
switch of just a few miles. 

Mr Ernes would not say exactly how 
much the scheme was likely to cost 
but revealed it would be several mil¬ 


lions. He said: “Preliminary discus¬ 
sions with the council have pro¬ 
gressed and they have told us to apply 
for planning permission at Aldridge 
Airport. 

“We are in discussions with two 
developers and hope to chose one 
within a month. We are hoping to get 
a planning application in soon and 
hopefully it will be passed within 12 
months. 

“The developers are also looking to 
apply for planning permission for a 
new road, car park and residential 
development at Delves Road. 

“We can’t survive with the current 
facilities we have. They are not up to 
the current specifications of the 
Rugby Football Union. 

“We don’t have enough space for 
everyone to train. This will give us 
two extra pitches.” 

David Elsworthy, Walsall Council’s 
head of planning and building control, 
said officers had met with Walsall 
Rugby Club on several occasions. 

He added: “Discussions are ongoing 
with potential partners and the 
council is supporting them.”

Mr Kirby has replaced the interim 
chief executive Michael Scott. 


Fleet aiming 
to tackle the 
hole problem 

Potholes on Walsall’s weather-ravaged 
roads will be tackled more swiftly thanks 
to a new fleet of vehicles. 

More than £440,000 has been spent on 
five new vehicles which can also double up 
as gritters in ice and snow. 

The fleet has been adopted following 
trials by Walsall Council and partners 
Tarmac, which showed the trucks helped 
save time and money. 

Councillor Mike Bird, Walsall Council 
leader, said: “We’ve had some really severe 
winters of late. 

“Once the snow melts we are faced with 
the major headache of potholes on our 
roads. 

“In the old days, we’d make a temporary 
repair and then go back and fix it perma¬ 
nently. Thanks to the pioneering trials we 
did last year we put permanent repairs in 
from the start.” 

One of the vehicles will be used to clean 
out gulleys and drains and jet clean 
blocked pipes.

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A portrait of pitmen as 
they became painters

I n 1934 a group of Northumberland 
miners hired a professor to teach an 
art appreciation evening class. 
Abandoning theory in favour of practice, 
the pitmen began to paint. 

Within a few years famous avant-garde artists 
became their friends and the work of the Ashing- 
ton pitmen was acquired for prestigious collec¬ 
tions. But they continued to work, as before, 
down the mine.

The Merchant of Venice, 

Royal Shakespeare Theatre, 

Stratford-upon-Avon. 

DIRECTOR Rupert Goold’s brash and bold 
version of Shakespeare’s most controversial 
play could be renamed The Merchant of 
Vegas, relocating the tale of Shylock the Jew 
from 1500s Venice to Sin City USA. 

It is set amid the gaming tables and fruit 
machines of a casino complete with show¬ 
girls, mobsters and a hip-shaking Elvis imper¬ 
sonator. 

The purists and the traditionalists will loathe 
it. But this is vibrant, sexy, laugh-out-loud 
Shakespeare which, crucially, does not flinch 
from the cruel anti-Semitism at the heart of 
this play. 

In this glitzy production ducats change to 
dollars and Shakespeare’s lines are delivered 
with broad American accents. 

Within this radical re-imagining, which 
bares the stamp of the director who had West 
End success with the flashy and hard-hitting 
Enron, Shakespeare’s language and themes 
of racism and greed remain intact. It is not 
dumbed down but it is on an artificial high, as 
are some of the characters judging by the little

white wraps they slip each other. Patrick 
Stewart is implacable and frightening as the 
money-lender Shylock, literally demanding 
his “pound of flesh” from the merchant 
Antonio (a solemn performance by Scott 
Handy) when he fails to repay his debt. 

Here his vengeance is partly redirected rage 
after his daughter Jessica (a dowdy, bespec¬ 
tacled Caroline Martin) betrays him by running 


off with her Christian boyfriend (Daniel Perci- 
val’s wiseguy Lorenzo) and the family treasure. 
They leave dressed as Batman and Robin 
during a riotous carnival. 

Stewart delivers the “Hath not a Jew eyes?” 
speech with great power. 

It opens the audience’s eyes to his pain at 
the casual, unthinking self-righteous racism of 
Antonio and his ilk. It is insult and exclusion 


that drives Shylock’s monstrous thirst for 
revenge. 

However, the actor knight is not the star of 
this production. Susannah Fielding is stunning 
as a southern belle Portia, the woman wooed 
by Antonio’s friend Bassanio (Richard 
Riddell’s hunk with a heart), the financing of 
which caused the debt. 

The scenes in which her suitors must solve 
a riddle and choose a casket to prove their 
suitability, is presented as the TV quiz show 
Destiny. Contestants include the Prince of 
Morocco as heavyweight boxer and Mexican- 
hat wearing Prince of Arragon. 

Her Portia is no dumb blonde, akin to 
Legally Blonde’s Elle Woods as she turns into 
a lawyer (in disguise as a man) for one of the 
most famous court scenes in theatre. 

All the glittering glamour is cast aside in a 
downbeat ending. 

Fielding is spellbinding as Portia breaks 
down, tearing off her blonde wig and stum¬ 
bling out of her high heels as she realises her 
Bassanio loves Antonio more. 

The Merchant of Venice is in the RSC’s 
repertoire at Stratford until September 24.

The Blues Brothers,

SWEAT glistening on brows and a struggle to breathe 
after two hours of high energy, high emotion singing and 
dancing - and that was just the audience at The All New 
Original Tribute to the Blues Brothers. 

The Brothers themselves and their backing singers and 
dancers, the Bluettes, must have been absolutely shat¬ 
tered. 

This show doesn’t try to tell the original story of how 
Jake and Elwood were trying to raise cash for an orphan¬ 
age through their shows. Basically it just takes you on a 
breathless ride through a series of great songs. 

As usual, it starts with the Peter Gunn Theme and Act 1 
also includes classics like Can’t Turn You Loose, Shake A 
Tail Feather, Respect and Land of a Thousand Dances. 

Brad Henshaw makes an ideal Jake and brings back 
memories of John Belushi, who first played the role. 
Henshaw is just the right build - slightly overweight with 
his shirt buttons straining to contain his stomach and 
dishevelled compared with the smart Elwood (Daniel 
Fletcher).

It was ironic that we had the 
Blues raising a cheer after Wolves stayed in the Premier¬ 
ship by the skin of their teeth, which condemned Birming¬ 
ham’s Blues to relegation.

Panoramic vistas opening up for Citroen drivers

DRAMATIC design, scorching 
performance and hi-tech features 
can all help sell a car but some¬ 
times the homelier qualities of 
comfort and economy can be just 
as persuasive. 

While the motoring press loves to focus on 
a car’s handling and roadholding abilities,

the fact remains that many drivers, espe¬ 
cially in these recessionary times, are more 
interested in how much they are going to 
have to fork out each month to run it. 

And for this group of motorists, it may well 
be worth taking a look at Citroen’s C3 
Airdream+. 

It’s a five-door 
supermini 


with an economical 1.6 litre diesel under the 
bonnet and a surprisingly high level of 
comfort features. 

The French car has friendly, curvy looks 
and despite its relatively compact dimen¬ 
sions, boasts a spacious cabin and class¬ 
leading boot of 300 litres. 

The car’s designers were told to concen¬ 
trate on quality and comfort and came up 
with a stylish, sophisticated interior. 

This mid-range model also offers out¬ 
standingly low running costs thanks to its 
low carbon dioxide emissions of 99g/km, 
meaning owners will never have to pay 
vehicle excise duty again - unless the gov¬ 
ernment changes the tax goalposts again, of 
course. 

The C3’s benefit in kind rating of 13 per 
cent is attractively low, while the car is 
capable of returning up to 
on the combined 


respectably on the road but is set up for 
comfort rather than performance-though a 
0-60mph time of just over 11 seconds is not 
to be sniffed at. 

Ride comfort is generally good but the car 
does tend to roll through corners when 
pushed. 

Despite its solid eco credentials and low 
running costs, the C3 does have an ace up 
its sleeve in the form of its “Zenith” 
panoramic window. 

This is a huge piece of glass which 
stretches from the bonnet half way back 
across the car’s roof. 

And the really clever bit is Citroen has 
slotted the sun visors onto a movable ceiling 
which can be slid back to reveal the 
panoramic roof in all its glory. 

It all makes for a superbly airy feeling to 
the cabin, with excellent levels of visibility 
thanks to the slim A-pillars, though with all 
that glass the car can get quite hot in sunny 
weather. Citroen has thought about this and 
has progressively tinted the top 10 inches of 
glass but you’ll still be needing the aircon in 
summer. 

The Airdream+ is based on VTR+ specifi¬ 
cations and aims to show that economical 
motoring does not mean having to forego 
creature comforts. 

The are plenty of standard features such 
as Bluetooth and MP3 connectivity. 

There’s no alarm as standard on this C3, 
however, and ESP is an optional extra which

probably explains why it has a four, rather 
than five-star safety rating. 

The C3 range starts at around £11,000 but 
the list price of the Airdream+ is just over 
£15,000. 

Those who want a more designer feel 
should look at Citroen’s DS3 instead, which 
is also better to drive, while motorists requir¬ 
ing more space should consider a C3 
Picasso people carrier instead. 

Each is available for the same sort of 
money - but neither will be as cheap to run

There’s plenty of room in the back 


I make no secret about it; I am a car snob. 
I like cars that excite, get the pulse racing 
and make me feel good when I am driving 
them. 

However that’s great for the pleasure driving 
but for other times I do have to be practical and 
need to have a vehicle that can carry everything 
including the kitchen sink. 

I use an old Land Rover that has served me well for 
nearly 12 years. I can see no reason to part with her 
until something major goes wrong. But, with the 
recent increases in the price of fuel, something with 
better consumption is required. So when I got the 
Peugeot Partner Tepee’s keys I looked at it with 
renewed interest. 

With vehicles of this type it is difficult for me to wax 
lyrical about the curve of the bonnet or the flowing 
lines that glide effortlessly along the sides of the 
vehicle to the boot. 

No, more accurately the Tepee looks a lot like a van 
with windows and it is only when you get to the inside 


you can see the effort Peugeot has gone to with the 
creature comforts. 

However, please don’t take this as a criticism. Vehi¬ 
cles of this type are designed to be load haulers and 
this one is no exception. 

Sitting 

Firstly if you go the cavernous boot there is a really 
useful parcel shelf, which will actually act as the name 
suggests and you can put nearly 70kilos of weight on 
it. 

Below this there is boot which would probably eat 
up most of a football team’s kit in one sitting and for a 
family going on holiday there would be no need to 
have the kids or Auntie Flo sitting with a case on their 
lap. 

The rear seats also have the sort of legroom that you 
just don’t get in most small cars, so carrying four 
adults with their entire luggage in comfort, is also not 
a problem for the Tepee. 

Up front the seats are surprisingly comfortable and 
have enough adjustment to fit almost anyone with 
ease. Sticking with the interior though, the one thing I 


noticed almost immediately is the amount of storage 
locker cubby holes and generally oodles of places 
where you can stick all you nick-nacks so that they are 
not rolling round on the floors or residing on the back¬ 
seat, resulting in the universal phrase: “Oh you can 
just throw that on the parcel shelf.” 

So what is it like to drive? If you remember my car 
snobbery comment at the beginning I was dreading 
writing this part as my stereotypes had kicked in. 

However, prejudice aside the Tepee drives really 
well and does not handle anything like a van but a 
competent small car with surprising levels of road 
holding which I had not anticipated. 

Respectable 

Added to this a very respectable fuel consumption 
of nearly 50mpg was achieved so all in all the Tepee is 
a great practical vehicle. 

It is ideally suited to those with families but also 
would suit anyone with a hobby or need to carry cav¬ 
ernous amounts of kit in comfort. 

One thing though, and please keep this to your¬ 
self. .. I really liked it! The comfortable cab has all mod cons, while the back seats fold down flat

close to pledging his future to the 
Saddlers after holding talks with 
boss Dean Smith. 

The goalkeeper was offered a new deal at the 
end of the season and is set to follow skipper 
Andy Butler by committing himself to the club. 

Should he sign, he will 
be on the brink of becom¬ 
ing the Saddlers’ record 
appearance holder as he 
stands on 505 games - 25 
short of Colin Harrison’s 
all-time total. 

Smith revealed he has 
held positive talks with 
Walker and is confident 
of tying him down for 
another year. 

“I’m in talks with 
James Walker and hope¬ 
fully we’re very close to 
agreeing something,” he 
said. 

“I knew Jimmy from before, he’s a good lad and did 
really well for us last season. He’s got more to offer 
and 1 think he believes that as well. 

“Hopefully we can sort something out with Jimmy 
as soon as possible and he can commit himself for 
another year. 

“Then we’ll see where he goes from there — it might 
be a year but he might be capable of doing another 
after that.” 

Walker was runner-up in the supporters’ Player of 
the Year poll after returning in October following a 
six-year absence. 

Motivated 

He helped the Saddlers to the Great Escape in 
League One and Smith insisted, despite the former 
West Ham man turning 38 in July, he hasn’t lost any 
drive. 

“He’s a motivated lad and he really enjoyed this 
year,” he said. 

“The thing for him is he wants to see us kick on and 
build on the momentum created. 

“I’ve said to all the players I don’t want to be in the 
position where we’re fighting for survival again - I 
want us to move on and carry the momentum.” 

But Smith doesn’t believe Walker is eyeing Harri¬ 
son’s appearance record yet because he is too focused 
on his game. 

He said: “I don’t know with Jimmy — maybe, 
maybe not. 

“I think his sole focus is on playing football. He 
enjoys the banter and enjoyed last season. 

“He’s certainly got the hunger there. 

“I had a chat with him during a round of golf and 
he hasn’t lost the drive as he beat me on the last 
hole!” 

Bonser backing 
scheme claim 

Steve Jenkins has claimed he has the support of 
Saddlers chairman Jeff Bonser as the campaign to 
convince Walsall Council to buy the Banks’s 
Stadium gathers pace. 

The music producer and lifelong Saddler has 
spoken to the owner and written to all 60 councillors 
outlining the details and the benefits of owning the 
up-for-sale ground. 

The council would earn £477,000 rent a year from 
the Saddlers - well above anything they would pay 
back if they took out a loan to buy the ground. 

Supporters’ groups have also penned a letter for 
fans to sign and send to their councillor with the club 
united behind Jenkins’ vision. 

“I have spoken with Mr Bonser on behalf of the 
fans to gain more detailed information regarding the 
sale and I am convinced he is wholeheartedly behind 
the campaign for Walsall Council to buy the site,” 
said Jenkins, a former MD of Jive Records. 

“DTZ, the selling agents, have already received 
serious enquiries from interested purchasers and 
believe the site could be sold in the very near future. 
Walsall Council are being given a golden opportunity 
to invest in the town’s flagship stadium, which will 
ensure that Walsall can play its football in the town 
for decades to come. 

Bonser has offered a concession to the council - 
allowing them to work closely with the club should 
they own the ground. 

Council leader Mike Bird dismissed the idea 
without discussion but Jenkins insisted it is viable.

Wembley stars share 
memories 30 years on

reach the final of the FA Vase were 
honoured 30 years after making 
history on the hallowed turf of 
Wembley. 

Nine of the 13-strong Willenhall Town 
squad returned to the club to receive com¬ 
memorative medals and watch a DVD 
recording of the match they lost 3-2 after 
extra-time to North East outfit Whickham 
on April 25, 1981. 

Captain and centre-half Brian Fox, now 62 
and living in Charter Close, Norton Canes, said: 

“It is great to meet up again with so many of the 
lads. 

“We took 7,500 fans with us to Wembley all 
those years ago and the memories are as sharp 
as ever. It feels like it happened yesterday. 

“You never forget an experience like that. 

Many professional footballers have long careers 
without ever playing at Wembley. 

“I felt so proud leading the team out there and 
receiving our runners-up medals from Sir Matt 
Busby. It was one of the three best days of my 
life.” One person who loved watching a record¬ 
ing of the game was Stephen Newton, the goal¬ 
keeper who was stretched off after being 
knocked out in the first half when the Lockmen 
were leading 2-1. 

Temple 

Now a 51-year-old father of two living in 
Newark, Nottinghamshire, who was 21 the day 
before the big match, confessed: “This is the 
first time I have seen it in full. All I remember 
was getting a blow on the side of the temple 
after 30 minutes and being taken off to hospital. 

Everything was just a blur but nothing could 
spoil a day like that. 

“There were no substitute goalkeepers in 
those days and so one of the forwards had to got 
between the posts after I left the field.” 

Right winger Bobby Peck, aged 50, from 
Wychall Drive, Bushbury, whose extra-time 
own goal handed Whickham victory, said: “I can 
still see it going into the net. 

“It was the biggest game of my life and a fan¬ 
tastic experience - except for that goal.” 

Tony Turpin, club secretary at the time, 
recalled: “It was the biggest moment in the 
history of the town, let alone the club. 

“The whole place shut down for the day and it 
is great that the occasion is still remembered 
and celebrated so many years later, even though 
the result was a terrible disappointment.” 

Two of the Willenhall Town side emigrated to 
Australia and Paul Stringer, scorer of one of 
their goals, died in 1998. Their manager Barry 
Stobart was not well enough to the celebrations. 

Don Smith, a 56-year-old father-of-three from 
Bloomfield Street North, Halesowen, who

never forget the noise of the crowd when we reunion, including, front, Maureen Stobart (wife of manager Barry Stobart), from 
came out of the tunnel onto the pitch.”

“I came in under Chris (Hutchings) and Martin 
(O’Connor) and I thank them for giving me the 
opportunity which put me back on the map. 

“I spoke to Jon Macken the other week and he said 
all the lads have been buzzing and Dean put them in 
a position to keep them in the league.” 

Devaney, who made just seven outings for Barns¬ 
ley last term, has kept tabs on the Saddlers since he 
left and admitted he was impressed by Smith. 

“I’d been in contact with Jon and wished him all 
the best and asked him to pass it on to the rest of the 
lads,” he said. “They did all the hard work and hope¬ 
fully now Dean can build for the future. They have 
let some go so it’s a building job for him over the 
summer.” 

The 30-year-old admitted the Saddlers’ Great 
Escape could prove key in any decision as he won’t 
drop to League Two. 

“All the clubs interested in me are in the Champi¬ 
onship or League One - League Two would have 
been a no-go,” added Devaney.

Wrack backs 
Dean’s power 

Darren Wrack is backing Dean Smith’s pulling 
power as the boss bids to launch his Walsall rebuild¬ 
ing job. The former Saddlers star reckons the boss’ 
achievement of keeping Walsall in League One will 
attract future stars. 

Wrack returned to the Banks’s Stadium for the 
recent match between Walsall and Wolves All-Stars 
in aid of Sands, a charity secretary Dan Mole is sup¬ 
porting. 

Wrack insists Smith, who guided Walsall from the 
bottom of the table to safety, will be a manager 
players want to play for. 

“Any player who wants to look for a manager who 
is ambitious doesn’t have to look further than Dean 
because of what he has done in five months,” said the 
35-year-old, who made 383 appearances for Walsall. 

“What he has done in his first job as a manager is 
a fantastic achievement. 

“I’d written them off at Christmas -1 couldn’t see 
them getting out of it. But they got over the line and 
that was the most important thing. It’s been a 
success for him and that’s attractive to players.” 

Smith released nine players last week, including 
club captain Darren Byfield, but ex-midfielder 
Wrack believes he will not have to look hard for 
replacements. 

He said: “Some of the top clubs in League One still 
pay some very good wages but more players will fear 
for their future because more are being released. 

“That’s where the clubs can get a bargain. They 
will look at five players for every position and say to 
one ‘look, we’ve chosen you, this is what we can offer 
and if you don’t like it we’ll go elsewhere’.”

Mark Kinsella and Ron Green in the charity match. 

Jon Purdie, Simon Dunkley and Shane Tudor put 
Wolves 3-0 up but Walsall launched a late rally. Kin- 
sella’s strike pulled one back before Leroy May’s 
double made it 3-3. Former Wolves and Walsall 
defender Chris Westwood then netted the winner. 
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
